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MR. RODRIGUES, 

I received your fax of the amendment C dated Nov. 21 , 2002. This particular 
amendment was in fact entered at that time and, as a matter of fact, it is that 
amendment to which I am referring in my last office action. When we first received that 
amendment dated Nov. 21 , 2002, we attempted to renumber the claims in lieu of the 
added claims 34-37 which is normally not a problem. However, since those newly 
added claims had dependencies both earlier in the numbering sequence and later in 
the numbering sequence, this presented a challenge in as much as it was necessary to 
avoid improper dependencies. After several different people tried to renumber the 
entire docket of claims while providing proper dependencies we decided to call you and 
asked you to renumber them as you so appropriate. You did in fact send us a paper 
headed the Version with Marking to Show Changes Made which also contained the 

same improper dependencies that we were struggling with. For example, note 

renumbered claim 36 (now 18) was dependent upon claim 8 (which is now claim 11). 
This is where the problem starts because claim 8 has previously been renumbered as 
claim 1 1 and thus the improper dependencies just snowball from that point. Since the 
case was being held too long we decided that it was best to withdraw it from issue 
since neither the computer system nor the printers could print the claims unless the 
sequence of numbering was correct and there were no improper dependencies.

In the specification, the paragraphs [0021] and [0045] have been amended to 
correct minor editorial problems. The new paragraph [0075.1] added after paragraph 
[0075] discusses in general terms the features taken from Example 4. 

In amended Figure 2, the previously omitted element numeral 13 has been added. 

Claims 6-10 and 12-13 remain in this application. Claims 1-5 and 1 1 have been 
canceled. Claims 7 and 8 have been withdrawn. 

The examiner has acknowledged that claims 6 and 9-10 are directed to allowable 
subject matter. Claim 7-8 have been withdrawn as the result of an earlier restriction 
requirement. Claim 13 adds an additional feature from Example 2 in the specification.
